MASSACHUSETT's BAY. 


THE preamble, frame of government, legiſlative and executive 
powers, finally ſettled by convention at Cambridge, March 2, 1780. 

The General Court, or Legiflative Poxwer, to be formed of two 
branches, the Senate and Houſe of Repreſentatives, each having a ne- 

ative on the other. The Senators to be annually choſen by the 
reeholders in the following quantums, viz. County of Suffolk 6, 
Eſſex 6, Middleſex 5, Hampſhire 4, Plymouth 3, Barnſtable 1, 
Briftol 3, York 2, Duke's and Nantucket 1, Worceſter 5, Cumber- 
land 1, Lincoln 1, Berkſhire 2; in all 40. | : 

The Houſe of Repreſentatives annually choſen by the inhabitants 
of towns, in certain proportions, and paid by the conſtituent body.

THE legiſlative, executive, judicial, and ſumptuary laws eſta- 
bliſhed by the ſeveral States in America, though relatively dif- 
ferent, are formed on the ſame univerſal and liberal plan of 
government, being the eſſence and ſpirit of the beſt conſtitution 
in the world, that of England, alike favourable to civil and re- 
ligious liberty, and abounding in precepts of morality and good 
faith. Every "Officer of State being - choſen by, and dependent 
on, the PEOPLE at large, gives them an immediate option of con- 
tinuing good, or removing bad, men in power, council, or truſt ; 
and every branch of office being a check upon each other, pre- 
ſerves the State from party, cabal, and juntos. The freedom and 
frequency of elections, by ballot, not by vip voce, is alſo a total 
bar to improper influence and corruption of any kind, and their 
Repreſentatives being paid all reaſonable expences out of the 

ublic treaſure, keeps them independent of the executive power. 
Jaa military and naval officers, and all others holding places 
of profit being ineligible to a ſeat in the Aſſemblies of each 
State, or in the Continental Congreſs, they cannot be ſuppoſed 
to do an injury to the public through private or intereſted mo- 
tives. The ſeveral courts inſtituted for the adminiſtration of 
juſtice are rather courts of equity than of law; and their means 
of raiſing . for the exigencies of the State, are neceſſary 
regulations of commerce and wealth rather than taxes. The 
mode of worſhipping God 1s not reftricted, nor are the Clergy to 
participate in any civil or military department.
